And as the time approaches when thousands of guls and 


young women will be yoing forth from high school and college 
with prized diplomas in.lheii hands Ihere comes up again the 
question of dress for the1 occasion. 
It baldly needs to be stated 


that amoug'lhegraduates~lheie is a \vidediflctencc in financial 
conditions, making it easy foi some to tax the ingenuity of the 


, fashion makers, while lo olheis it is no easy mallei lo meet the 
demands which graduation day places upon them. 
, In 'recent years there have been 
instances, particulaily 


among the high schools, in which classes decided lo 
wear simple outfits easily within the means of all, and in 
some caseS the girls have even made thcii own chesses. . This 
has done away with the contrasts which would olherwise have 
been in evidence, much. to the relief of girls of limited means 
and greally lo the credil of '(he otheis. 


This is a practice that has much lo commend il, but of 


course no rule can be laid down. A gill in a position to make 
a display of finery 6li 'Hie- graduation platfoim must be per- 
piitfed lo do so If she Chooses, but it may belaid that in Hie 
estimation of intelligenf'and discriminating people clothes arej 
far from being the whole thing on these occasions.

tion, and the,girl who shows talent and gives evidence of hav- 
ing made the most of her opportunities (lining hei couise of 
study jvlll'nol fail lo command appiecialion, however modest 
may be the cut and material of her gown. 


This is something which may well be home in mind by 


graduates who lack Ihe wherewithal to provide extravagant 
costumes on an occasion in which the display of cxliavagancc 
is not in the best of taste. The acquiiement ot an education is 
serious business, and those who have taken it seiiously should 
at the c(ose of their labois have (heir; minds upon something 
higher .than posing for an hom as a fashion-plate. 


The season of graduations is one of very geneial inleiesl lo 


the^ public. 
Even those who have neither iclatives noi close 


friends in the giadualing classes find inspiialion in (he closing 
exercises and a renewal of lheii faith in ihe future of Ameiica. 
For these and othei reasons such occasions should tyjJily de- 
mocracy at its best and evince a spiiil Ihal subjects none to a 
sense of inferiority 01 humilialioii.'
